OBSERVATION  OF  HOLIDAYS  DURING  THE  WAR  PERIOD 

Under  date  of  May  26,  1943,  the  Director  of  Personnel  issued 
Personnel  Circular  No.  119  (Revision  I)  on  the  subject  of  holidays.  It 
contains  the  following  paragraph: 

Mr.  William  H.  McReynolds,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  President,  in  a 
memorandum,  by  direction  of  the  President,  to  the  heads  of  executive  departments 
and  agencies  dated  May  12,  1943,  stated  that  the  necessity  for  maintaining  maxi- 
mum output  in  Government  activities  throughout  the  war  period  requires  that 
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-  normally  observed  by  the  departments  and  agencies  as  holidays  should,  with 

the  exceptioD  of  Christmas  Day,  be  considered  as  regular  work  days  for  the 

duration  of  the  war.     Accordingly,  administrations,  bureaus,  and  offices  will,  for 

luration  of  the  war,  observe  regular  hours  of  duty  on  all  public  holidays  with 

the  exception  of  Christmas  Day. 

Absence  on  holidays  on  which  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required 
will  be  governed  by  the  following  instructions: 

Tl  e  act  of  March  2,  1940  (Public  Law  419,  76th  Cong.),  expressly  excludes 

"holidays"  from   ''days"   on  which  annual  and  sick  leave  of  absence  may  be 

chargei  I.     Consequently,  neither  annual  nor  sick  leave  of  absence  with  pay  may  be 

ted  or  charged  employees  for  absence  on  a  holiday,  even  though  the  holiday 

is  one  on  which  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  of  employees. 

Since  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  of  employees  of  the  depart- 
t  on  all  legal  public  holidays  with  the  exception  of  Christmas  Day, 
in  view  of  the  war,  the  following  instructions  shall  apply  incases  where 
employees  do  not  report  for  duty  on  such  days: 

Employees  shall  be  excused  from  duty  without  loss  of  pay  on  a  holiday  when 
regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  if — 

(1)  The  employee  applies  for  and  is  granted  leave  at  least  for  the  work  day 

immediately  preceding  and  immediately  following  the  holiday,  or 

(2)  The  employee  reports  that  he  was  ill  on  such  a  holiday  and  it  is  deter- 

mined by  a  responsible  administrative  official  that  the  employee  was 
actually  "not  able  to  work  on  the  holiday,  or 

(3)  Local  circumstances  in  the  field  service  prevent  the  proper  performance 

of  Federal  work  on  such  a  holida}- ,  or 

(4)  Responsible  bureau  officials  find,  in  individual  cases,  that  a  special  and 

unusual  reason  exists  for  absence  on  such  a  holiday. 

An  employee  who  is  absent  from  duty  on  a  holiday  when  regular 
hours  of  duty  are,  required  and  is  not  excused  for  any  of  the  reasons 
stated  above  is  subject  to  disciplinary  action.  The  official  in  charge 
should  forward  a  full  report  to  the  Washington  office.  The  minimum 
penalty  will  be  a  reprimand  and  loss  of  pay  for  the  day  involved. 

An  employee  whose  terminal  leave  (a)  expires  at  the  close  of  business  the  day 
before  a  holiday  on  which  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  is  not  required  to  work 
and  consequently  may  not  be  paid  for  that  holiday;  (6)  begins  on  tile  day  follow- 
ing holiday  on  which  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  must  work  on  the  holiday 
unless  excused  for  one  of  the  reasons  stated  above;  (c)  begins  any  time  prior  to 
the  holiday  on  which  regular  hours  of  duty  are  required  and  ends  any  time  after 
such  holiday  is  not  required  to  work  on  the  holiday.
